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REPORT. 


TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

May it please your Gracious Majesty, 

1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, 
humbly submit to your Majesty this our Thirty-ninth Annual Report. 

2. Since our last Report 28 meetings have been summoned, at all which a quorum 
attended. We have made 190 orders in various matters affecting charities and charity 
property, besides providing for the regular issue of the sums payable to the charities 
under our control. 

3. The amount of our solicitor’s costs for the past year was £144 10s. 3d., of which 
£7 12s. 7d. is chargeable upon the Vote as irrecoverable, the remainder being provided 
for out of the various charity funds. 

It is no longer necessary to resort to legal proceedings in ordinary cases, as the 
greater proportion of business is disposed of by correspondence and personal interviews 
with our Secretaries. The cases in which proceedings have been instituted were those 
to which our powers did not extend without the aid of the Court. 

4. In some of our previous Reports we referred to the provision which renders it 
obligatory on Executors of Wills to publish charitable bequests, except in cases in which 
they may be exempted by us from that duty. There can be no more effectual security 
for the proper application of charitable bequests than that of making them known in the 
localities in which they are intended to be applied, and among the persons having an 
interest in their proper application. Cases of successful concealment have, therefore, on 
the whole, become comparatively rare, and hence any proceedings instituted by us are 
much more frequently for the purpose of facilitating the right administration of 
charitable funds, than for their recovery. 

5. The Exchequer continues to receive from us £41 18s. 4 d., being the annual divi- 
dend on an old endowment, from private sources, placed in the hands of the late Board 
in 1815, “to assist them in recovering embezzled charities this is not required for that 
purpose, so long as costs and expenses incurred, and not otherwise realized, are paid out 
of the Parliamentary vote. For the last ten years the sums so remitted by us to the 
Exchequer have exceeded those paid to us to defray irrecoverable costs; the former 
being £419 3s. 4 d., the latter £140 5s. 7d. 

6. In our last Report we gave a schedule of all the Government and miscellaneous 
securities held by us, and of the charitable purposes to which they are applied. 

. This year we give a similar schedule .of the gross amounts of all rents and annuities 
received by us, and of their charitable objects. This, with the former schedule, and 
that of the funds placed under our guardianship during the past year, affords such a 
complete list of all charitable funds in our hands as will be useful for reference, and for 
giving information to the public. 

7. The aggregate amounts held by us on the 1st of January, 1884, were as follows : —

with us, from time to time, since the “Charitable Donations and Bequests Act (Ireland), 
186 7, ’’enabled Trustees to make such voluntary transfers.

9. Within the past year we have received sums for the poor of different localities, 
some for either Protestants or Catholics exclusively, and some without religious distinc- 
tion — bequests for widows and orphans, and decayed housekeepers, and both for 
Protestant and Roman Catholic Churches ; also a fund to establish an Academy for 
Instrumental Music in Dublin. 

L0. This last is a case of special importance. Miss Elizabeth Strean Coulson 
by her will made in 1861, and proved shortly after her decease in December, 1880, 
directed that the residue of her property, after several bequests, should be applied in 
establishing an Academy of Music in Dublin for the sons and daughters of respectable 
Irish parents possessing natural musical talent, the instruction to be in instrumental 
music, as more especially described in the will. 

The property left consisted of a great variety of securities, chiefly debentures of 
foreign towns, besides investments in Dutch, French, and British Funds. Both the 
executors resided in London, and the will was proved there, so that our attention was 
not drawn to this bequest, as early as it would have been, if the will had been proved 
in Ireland. 

After a correspondence with the surviving executor, the sum of £13,363 5s. 6d. was 
transferred to us, as the balance realized for the residue. 

The trustees named by the testatrix for carrying out her wishes as to an Academy 
of Music were, “the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, the Lord Mayor and Commonalty of 
the city of Dublin,” and the executors of her will. 

We communicated the facts to all these trustees, in order that they might deliberate, 
and agree upon some suitable plan. 

His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant has expressed his inability to accept this trust. 
The Lord Mayor and Corporation have devoted considerable attention to the subject, 
and will probably soon have matured a plan in concert with the surviving executor. 
The difficulty appears to be that the fund, though considerable, is not sufficient to found 
a new and separate institution, and it has therefore been proposed to take advantage of 
the organization of the existing Royal Irish Academy of Music, to which the Coulson 
Foundation may possibly be affiliated, without being merged in it. 

11. Under the 13th section of the “Charitable Donations and Bequests Act (Ireland), 
1871,” this Board possesses the useful power of intervening where money impressed 
with any charitable trust remains in Court unapplied to its proper objects ; and, in 
accordance with this provision, the Court of Chancery, in several cases in which funds 
were in Court, has ordered them to be transferred to us. 

12. Several charities connected with the town of Lurgan were placed in a difficult 
position, and were practically inoperative, owing to the death of some of the original 
trustees, and the incapacity of the survivor for their management. W e therefore insti- 
tuted proceedings, and sums of £l,671 8s. 5 d. New Three per Cent, stock, and 
£514 I8s. 8 d. Consols, have been transferred to us. These will be allocated in accord- 
ance with the trusts of the several deeds and wills by which they are regulated, and 
the dividends will, for the future, be remitted each half-year for proper application. 


13. In our last Report we mentioned several cases in which funds were discovered 
and utilized, which had remained for many years unnoticed and unapplied. Some 
similar- instances have occurred this year. So far at least as the commencement of this 
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.century a sum of £193 16s. lid. stock was set apart by some unknown donor, and a 
bank account was opened for “ The Castlerea schools,” to which account the dividends 
have been regularly lodged since 1881. They have never, however, been drawn out of 
that account, and have been neither re-invested nor applied, so that a cash balance is 
now accumulated of more than £300. 

For the transfer of both the stock and cash we instituted proceedings, and both 
funds will at length be made available for their intended objects. 

14. Under the will of 'William Connor, made in 1761, a bequest, now amounting to 
£1,206 4s. 3d. stock, was left for the poor Protestant housekeepers of Kilbrogan and 
Ballymodan parishes, Bandon. 

The fund has remained in Court since 1804 ; but, there being no longer any trustees 
to receive the dividends, on an application to the Court it has been ordered to be 
transferred to us, to make its income available. 

A donation given by Lady Clanwilliam at the commencement of this century . for the 
poor of Dromore became inapplicable to its objects for want of trustees. It consists of 
£290 15s. 5 d. stock, and will similarly be transferred to us. 

15. The case of Robert Sherwood’s Charity may be noticed as an instance of the 
difficulty found, until recently, in dealing with very small amounts. It consisted of but 
£49 9s. 3d. New Three per Cent, stock, and continued unapplied from October, 1877, 
until our attention was called to it in 1883. 

It would have been useless to take proceedings in the Court of Chancery, the cost 
of which would have absorbed the entire fund, and therefore we resorted to the equity 
side of the Civil Bill Court, under the County Officers and Courts (Ireland) Act, 1877. 
The Recorder of Dublin appointed a trustee for the purpose of transferring the fund to 
us, and named £6 6s. as the deduction for costs. Even this scale of costs is a burden 
to small charities. 

We desire to repeat the opinion expressed in former Reports, that we should be 
empowered, with proper safeguards, to fill vacancies amongst trustees in cases of a non- 
contentious character, thus saving both delay and expense. 

16. A remarkable case has arisen under the will of Catherine Eaton, made in 1793, 
and proved in 1796. After some charitable bequests for Wicklow and other places, 
she left £400 for the “ family of Gardener, formerly of Seathley, Cheshire,” and then 
directed the residue to be applied “ for the foundation and support of a woolling manu- ” 
u factory in the parish of Wicklow.” In consequence of her directions not having been 
carried out, proceedings were taken in 1809 by the late Board of Charities, which were 
not wound up till 1829, when some of the charitable bequests were paid out of Court, 
and a sum placed to the credit of the “ family of Gardener,” the dividends to be 
re-invested from time to time. 

The fund now accumulated in Court, lying unused and unclaimed, amounts to about 

£ 4 , 00 °. 

Our attention having been called to the possibility of this sum being made available 
as a charity, we directed a case to be certified to the Attorney-General, who may, if he 
think fit, apply to the Court to decide on the objects of this fund, which has remained 
in Court for 55 years unclaimed. 

17. The powers under which sales and leases of charity property are sanctioned 
•continue to be usefully exercised. Before giving our sanction to such sales or leases, 
we make due inquiry as to the beneficial effect they may have on the endowments, and 
we ascertain that the proposed rent or. purchase-money is sufficient, and that its due 
appropriation is secured. 

18. Under an Act passed in 1881, 44 & 45 Vic., cap. 65, “To facilitate leases of land for 
the erection thereon of schools and buildings for the promotion of Public Education in 
Ireland,” special powers were given to Trustees of charities, or for public purposes, by 
which they are enabled to make leases at a nominal rent of land, not exceeding one 
acre, as a site for a school ; subject, however, to our approval of the arrangement. It 
may be remarked that but one such application has been made to us up to the present 
time. 

19. The Charity accounts of the Commissioners for the year ended December 31, 
1882, were duly audited and declared as correct by the Auditor appointed for that pur- 
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nose by the Local Government Board. The accounts for the year ended December 31, 
1883, have been prepared and submitted for audit in conformity with said Order. 


20. Accounts of (he sum voted by Parliament have been regularly furnished by us, in 
accordance with the forms adopted under the direction of the Treasury, and the provi- 
sions of the “ Exchequer and Audit Departments Act, 1866 and our Appropriation 
Account for the year ending March 31, 1883, has been certified to be correct by the 
Auditor-General of Public Accounts. 


All which we submit as our Report, and in testimony thereof have caused our 
corporate seal to be hereto affixed, this 16th day of July, 1884.
